THE “BATH-TUB TRUST” DECISION 
IN ITS BEARING ON PRICE 
MAINTENANCE. 

The recent decision of the Federal courts 
in the government’s anti-trust suit against 
the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany is interesting to the book trade as ap¬ 
parently excepting process patents from that 
freedom to control price maintenance on pat¬ 
ented articles allowed by the Gillette Safety 
Razor and similar decisions. It is not, of 
course, within the power of any trade jour¬ 
nal or any individual to forecast court deci¬ 
sions, or modifications of the statute im¬ 
plied in those decisions. It is possible, how¬ 
ever, to analyze the trend of a series of 
decisions in any particular field. And since 
the trend of federal decisions to date has 
been to allow the proprietors of patented 
articles full control of prices and selling con¬ 
ditions on such articles, and since, by anal¬ 
ogy, decisions regarding copyrighted articles 
may not unlikely be in accord with those 
upon patented articles, any limitation, or 
even delimitation, of freedom in price main¬ 
tenance upon patented articles should be of 
interest to the book trade. 

The Standard Sanitary Manufacturing 
Company is a combination of some fifty cor¬ 
porations and individuals, all manufacturing 
or dealing in enamelled ironware, on the ba¬ 
sis of licenses to use a certain patented tool, 
an “enamel dredger,” in the manufacture of 
the ware. The product itself was not pat¬ 
ented. Each licensee was under agreement 
to maintain a fixed schedule of retail prices. 

Suit was brought by the government under 


the Sherman law. The defense was two¬ 
fold : that a patented tool was used in the 
process of manufacture, and that the prices 
fixed by agreement were “reasonable” prices, 
and hence the combination, by the recent 
Standard Oil and Tobacco Company deci¬ 
sions, could not be in “unreasonable” re¬ 
straint of trade. 

In deciding against the second of these 
contentions, Judge Rose, of the United States 
Circuit Court, said in part: 

“The defendants assume that the burden 
of proof as to the unreasonableness of their 
prices is on the government. They say, and 
say truly, that the government has neither 
shown nor attempted to show that the sched¬ 
ule prices were unreasonable. The govern¬ 
ment replies that every agreement to fix 
prices and to force or bribe makers or deal¬ 
ers to maintain them is illegal. . . . 

“The presumption of law is that the prices 
which have been made by the free and un¬ 
trammeled trafficking of the market-place are 
the reasonable prices. Any one who inter¬ 
feres with the natural action and interaction 
of this bargaining assumes the burden of 
showing that what he did was fair and rea¬ 
sonable. If such a burden rests upon the 
defendants, it has not been sustained. 

“. . . Some men believe that price agree¬ 
ments should be sustained by the courts un¬ 
less they are shown to be against the public 
interest. Others hold that they may be per¬ 
mitted only when it is affirmatively shown 
that they promote the public interest. Still 
others say that a price agreement pure and 
simple is always illegal. That the Supreme 
Court has declared the last of the above con¬ 
tentions to be the law is conclusive here. 
Only a few months ago it said: 

“ 'Agreements or combinations between 
dealers having for their sole purpose the de¬ 
struction of competition and the fixing of 
prices, are injurious to the public interests 
and void.—Dr. Miles Medical Co. vs. John 
D. Parks & Sons Co.” 

In summing up, Judge Rose distinctly 
stated that “unless protected by the terms 
or the policy of the patent laws,” “a price 
agreement pure and simple is always ille¬ 
gal.” 

The court, proceeding to the question of 
the patented rights of the joint defendants, 
seemed to imply that it is to be the policy 
of the courts to hold that process patents, 
as such, cannot be made ground for price 
maintenance. The court said: 

“A patent is a grant of a right to ex- 
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elude all others from making, using or sell¬ 
ing the invention covered by it It does not 
give a right to the patentee to sell indul¬ 
gences to break the law of the land, be it the 
Sherman Act or another. . . . 

“A patentee who monopolizes his invention 
breaks no law. He who uses his property 
right to exclude others from the making, 
using or selling his invention, for the pur¬ 
pose and with the effect of making a combi¬ 
nation to restrain trade in something from 
which his patent gives him no right to ex¬ 
clude others, does break the law.” 

This decision is distinctly a narrowing of 
the right to control prices upon patented ar¬ 
ticles, but hardly an unexpected one. 

It leaves untouched the right of the indi¬ 
vidual patentee, and inferentially of the copy¬ 
right owner, to control individually the price 
of the patented article or copyrighted work, 
in which the law itself assures to him a 
legal and effective monopoly. 


The Philadelphia Booksellers’ Association 
is certainly showing an admirable alertness 
and enthusiasm.

HOW THE BOOKSELLER CAN MAKE 
THE BEST OF THE PRESENT 
GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY. 

A Paper by Eugene L. Herr, of Lancas¬ 
ter, Pa., before the Booksellers’ 
Association of Philadelphia. 

It is with considerable diffidence that I 
have undertaken to prepare this paper, as I 
fail to see in what manner I am to enlighten 
the Philadelphia booksellers as to any im¬ 
proved methods by which we may pluck the 
golden fruits from the tree of opportunity, 
which the publishers have so kindly planted, 
watered and pruned for us. However, our 
good friend Shoemaker got hold of me one 
afternoon about a month ago and after tell¬ 
ing me that, though the booksellers were a 
poor lot generally and bum merchants — 
didn’t keep real bookshops, etc.—you know 
the talk, I’m sure, he patted me on the back 
and told me what a real complete book¬ 
store I helped to manage (to the best of my 
knowledge, he hasn’t been inside of it for 
ten years), and said that I was a live wire 
and a real merchant, etc. Well, you see, I 
simply couldn’t help falling for it, and here 
I am. 


Moreover, if I had any real live ideas I 
don’t see why I should impart them to you 
fellows in Philadelphia, because you’re al¬ 
ways trying to steal our Lancaster trade 
anyway, and it keeps us awake nights up 
there trying to devise means to keep our 
people from spending good Lancaster-made 
money in Philadelphia. Nevertheless, I am 
so overcome with this co-operative, love- 
your-competitor-as-yourself spirit that if you 
can get any ideas out of this paper, which I 
very much doubt, you are certainly welcome 
to them. 

Last spring a New Yorker to whom I was 
enumerating the papers that had been se¬ 
cured for the convention of the A. B. A. 
said concerning one number, “He’ll give you 
a good paper, but he won’t tell you any¬ 
thing,” and I fear, after I have finished, no 
matter what you may think of the quality 
of my offering, you will be sure to agree 
with the latter part of my friend’s remark. 
But I am not as timid as a certain Philadel¬ 
phia bookseller, who was so nervous about 
appearing in a public capacity that on the 
occasion of his singing his first solo number 
in his church choir, he was compelled to have 
a fellow chorister brace his knees against the 
chancel. I am willing to talk if you are 
willing to listen. 

As a matter of fact, I think it well-nigh 
impossible for one person to give to another 
concrete data upon which to work. That is 
to say, it would be foolish for me to try to 
tell you how to dress a window, how to buy 
books, arrange stock or write an advertise¬ 
ment. I’m sure there are many of you who 
could far outdo me in any or all of these 
points. So I have decided to try to get at 
some real basic principles from which we 
may start to work, each in his own individ¬ 
ual way, for I believe individuality is the one 
great corner-stone to success in modern busi¬ 
ness building. 

When this paper was first suggested to 
me it was under the caption of “How to 
Make Money in the Book Business.” Now, 
if this had been put to me a few years 
back I would have been compelled to resort 
to the same tactics as my friend Hutchinson, 
of New Bedford, who told us at one of the 
conventions of the A. B. A. how he had 
made money in the book business by selling 
driftwood for open fireplaces and real New 
England maple syrup. But thanks to the ef¬ 
forts of a few devoted workers among the 
members of the A. B. A., it has at last 
become possible for us to make some,money 
—not much, as yet, but some, at least—by 
sticking to our own legitimate field. So the 
matter as suggested seemed so simple that I 
am not surprised that your programme com¬ 
mittee changed the title. Why, all that is 
necessary now to make money in the book 
business is to sell books. The publishers 
have attended to all other little matters for 
us. And if what you make this year doesn’t 
come up to your expectations, why all you 
have to do next year is to sell more books 
and the additional profit will be there for 
you and you can go right out on automobile 
row and blow yourself to a new $5000 car. 
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One of the points that Mr. Shoemaker is 
forever reiterating—that booksellers are poor 
merchants—is certainly a self-evident fact, 
for if we weren’t we surely would have got¬ 
ten out of this business years ago. Webster 
says a merchant is one who buys and sells 
goods; he doesn’t say, but I would infer 
that he means with the idea of making a 
possible profit. Otherwise he would cer¬ 
tainly not venture that which he had of a 
certainty for that which he most certainly 
could not get. Yet that is what we have 
done for many, many years. We have 
bought that which, if all sold, would most 
certainly net us only a loss, and then we 
have been unable to resell all of what we 
bought. So I am perfectly willing to agree 
with our good friend that we have surely 
been the poorest merchants in the world. 

But much of that condition has, happily, 
been changed, and in buying a bill of books 
you need not now be constantly confronted 
by the actuality of a loss. We have at last 
learned about what it costs us to do busi¬ 
ness, and most of our friends, the publish¬ 
ers, have taken such steps as will at least 
insure us a small profit. My friend, W. B. 
Clarke, of Boston, is, I believe, still not 
satisfied with the results and continues to do 
business at the old stand. Nevertheless, 
while the opportunity may not be absolutely 
golden, it surely has a silver lining. It be¬ 
hooves us to become good merchants. 

In considering this subject in my own 
mind, it logically fell under three heads: 
merchandising, salesmanship and advertis¬ 
ing, all of which are to a certain extent syn¬ 
onymous and yet with a difference. 

Merchandising comprehends judicious buy¬ 
ing, adequate and yet reasonable pricing, 
attractive and systematic store arrangement 
and the building up of a strong and aggres¬ 
sive organization. 

Salesmanship covers the actual presentation 
to the possible customer of the merchandise 
which you wish to sell in such a manner as 
to effect a sale with a profit. 

Advertising is comprehensive salesmanship. 
While the salesman can present or talk to 
but one customer at a time, the advertise¬ 
ment can and does present your wares to 
thousands. It can, and to be successful must, 
create a desire in the minds of many for 
that which you wish to sell. Thus, in a 
receptive mood, the customer may become a 
victim to the salesman’s wiles. 

The merchant must purchase advantageous¬ 
ly. then arrange and price attractively, next 
advertise successfully, and finally^ sell. These 
functions may all be combined in one indi¬ 
vidual, or may be divided among a large 
corps of employees working under system¬ 
atic organization. 

In buying we constantly run up against 
our first big snag as good merchants, and 
conditions exist here which I hope to see 
radically reformed at an early day. You are 
constantly confronted by the temptation to 
overbuj r : too large quantities of individual 
books and too many lines. The first evil 
is constantly fostered by the pernicious sys¬ 
tem of quantity discount—of all evil schemes 


for the undoing of the merchant, the worst. 
It comes from the highly laudable desire of 
each individual publisher and his salesman 
to sell each individual bookseller the largest 
possible amount of his product, if possible 
to the exclusion of the other fellows, and 
most certainly to the harm of the retailer 
and eventually of the entire trade. In the 
face of the fact, universally cried aloud by 
the publishers that fiction does not make 
them any money, and that “best sellers” are 
a delusion and a snare, they shove and crowd 
each ether for the possession of some favor¬ 
ite author’s work, and in the fear of some 
day missing a big book, they publish much 
that should never see the light of day. The 
evil effect of tempting a dealer to buy a 
hundred copies of a popular novel to secure 
an increased discount, when his best judg¬ 
ment tells him to buy but twenty-five, is 
perfectly apparent. He is compelled to push 
this cne novel to the exclusion of many 
others equally or more meritorious, and most 
especially to the detriment of more serious 
books of worth and merit. 

You are told that by buying a hundred 
copies of such and such a novel you will 
secure, say, 30 and 10 pet cent, discount, 
while on some books of history or travel, 
priced at two or three times the retail price, 
on which the publisher is sure of a profit 
and which he knows you will probably carry 
longer and have to work harder to sell, you 
are offered but 25 per cent, discount. Fur¬ 
ther, when you have succeeded in selling your 
hundred copies bought at 30 and 10, if you 
desire to keep up a stock of the book, but 
necessarily in smaller quantities, you are 
given but the short discount of 30 per cent. 
Thus the publishers are still helping us to 
remain very poor merchants to the very best 
of their ability. 

I contend that a price once established on 
a book should hold on that book on all 
future purchases. I further contend that a 
discount established by quantity purchases 
should hold not only on one book, 
but on an entire line. And I further contend 
that a dealer constantly carrying a compre¬ 
hensive stock of books and continually ex¬ 
erting all his best efforts to sell books, is 
entitled to the maximum discounts. 

Why any large dealer whose outlet is a 
hundred times as great as ours can possibly 
be, and whose profits are consequently mag¬ 
nified in the same proportions, should in ad¬ 
dition be profited by a much greater dis¬ 
count, I have never been able to see. These 
conditions do not exist to the same glaring 
extent in other lines of merchandise, and 
they should not exist in the book business. 

So long as they do, I would firmly advo¬ 
cate co-operation in buying, so that two or 
three or more stores by joining together 
could obtain together the quantity discounts 
without imperiling their business existence. 
I can see no reason why several stores should 
not combine, in a town containing several 
bookstores, in which the quantity used by 
all would entitle them to a maximum dis¬ 
count, whereas the quantity each could pos¬ 
sibly use would not. Some plan should be 
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worked out at an early date in this associa¬ 
tion by which the advantages of combined 
buying could be secured by such of its mem¬ 
bers as desired to avail themselves of such 
an arrangement. 

The publishers should offer to all legiti¬ 
mate booksellers, including bookstores in de¬ 
partment stores, a minimum discount of at 
least one-third off the fixed selling price on 
all books in his line, and that discount should 
hold for all purchases during the year. He 
then might offer, if he so desired, as a pre¬ 
mium for extra effort, a rebate of, say, 2^2 
or 5 per cent, if purchases during that year 
reached certain gross amounts. This would 
in a large measure offset the evil tendency 
of buying too heavily on individual titles to 
the exclusion of other and possibly better 
books. It would offer an added premium on 
keeping up a large and well assorted stock 
at all seasons. 

It is of the utmost importance in every 
field of retailing to-day that a stock be 
turned over frequently, and it is also a vital 
necessity, if we wish to put book publishing 
and distributing on an efficient basis, that 
booksellers carry at all seasons a comprehen¬ 
sive and varied stock. These two require¬ 
ments can only be met by judicious buying 
in the first place and constant vigilance there¬ 
after in keeping up the stock of salable 
books. Outside current fiction and seasonal 
books, a book that is good stock at one 
time should be good stock at all times, and 
should never be out of stock more than the 
few days needed to replace it. This is the 
bookseller’s function, and it is of tremendous 
importance that he fulfill it. 

It would be folly for me to enlarge on 
the matter of store arrangement and display 
to an audience composed of those in charge 
of some of the largest and finest bookstores 
and book departments in the country. The 
Philadelphia bookstores do credit to their 
city, and if all localities were equally well 
served no agitation such as that in which we 
are engaged would be necessary. In this 
respect, at least, “Philadelphia is not ninety 
miles behind New York,” as our Pennsyl¬ 
vania Dutch would express it. 

The building up of a strong and effective 
organization is of vital importance in this 
as in any business. You cannot hope to grow 
and expand to your own profit and to the 
betterment of the community unless you are 
able to get and hold those who will further 
bulwark your own efforts. We no longer live 
in a day of one-man business. Such en¬ 
terprises as the Woolworth five and ten-cent 
stores, the Wanamaker stores, the American 
Tobacco Company of lamented memory, are 
not the result of one man’s toil and vigilance, 
but the monuments of one man’s ability to 
gather round him and hold the efforts of a 
strong and responsible body of men and 
women, who could be depended upon to 
take the proper action on their own initia¬ 
tive when occasion arose. 

Salesmanship, as such, is almost a lost 
science in the book business. We have so 
long been satisfied to sell the obvious book, 
the book for which the publisher has created 


a demand by his advertising, that we have 
lost the ability to sell anything else. I do not 
believe that salesmanship is selling under 
forced pressure or by hypnotic influence that 
which a person is firmly determined not to 
buy, and can have no possible need for. I 
do not believe that salesmanship consists in 
selling for a large profit that which we know 
will be of no value to the customer. The 
book business has so long suffered under 
the blight of such salesmanship that to try 
to sell a man a book, no matter how good, 
is almost a disgrace in the eyes of the com¬ 
munity. For so long has the book which 
carried a working profit been a comparativ ely 
worthless book, that the mere effort to sell 
a book by personal effort immediately brands 
that book as undesirable. 

Recently I sent my outside stationery sales¬ 
man, who is generally received with courtesy 
when presenting some hew office device, to 
show Frederick W. Taylor s “Principles of 
Scientific Management” to the factory peo¬ 
ple of our town. At evening he returned in 
disgust and reported that he was generally 
received with the comment, “What kind of a 
fellow are you, anyway?” And yet I firmly 
believe that a great field awaits the book¬ 
seller right here. When he can convince his 
clientage that he is presenting to them, either 
by mail in personal letters or by actual 
personal solicitation, only that which is de¬ 
sirable and of which they undoubtedly want 
to be informed, he will reopen a great field 
and will eventually exclude the subscription 
agent, who has taken and still is taking from 
under the bookseller’s nose, a large percent¬ 
age of the money spent in his community 
for books. 

Book salesmanship requires thorough 
study, and some concentrated effort should 
be made along the lines of education both 
of the employer and employee. Great manu¬ 
facturing concerns, department stores, in¬ 
surance companies and the like have taken 
up the idea of educating their people with 
a view to increased efficiency. In the com¬ 
bination of booksellers and book departments 
represented here, I can see a field unsur¬ 
passed for educational work. If the Phila¬ 
delphia Booksellers’ Association, and likewise 
the Booksellers’ League, could arrange sepa¬ 
rately or together a series of educational 
lectures, a sort of university extension for 
the development of the employees of all the 
stores in the trade, the efficiency of the trade 
as a whole should and would be enormously 
increased. Lectures on modern salesman¬ 
ship, applied psychology and kindred sub¬ 
jects should be given by men outside the 
trade, authorities along their particular lines. 
A liberal share of the advertising allowance, 
both of publishers and booksellers, could be 
advantageously spent in this work for a time. 

In the matter of personal salesmanship in 
and out of the store, the bookseller should 
be able to score a large one on the depart¬ 
ment store brethren. In fact, efficiency along 
one special line must be the keynote of spe¬ 
cial store development. When you have de¬ 
veloped individuality and business character 
in the type of your salesmanship, your posi- 
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tion will be almost invincible. As a matter 
of fact, manufacturers in all lines, including 
publishers, have latterly come to realize that 
the logical, the most consistent and most 
economical method of marketing goods, of 
distributing product, is through recognized 
legitimate trade channels. It is our oppor¬ 
tunity to so develop our individual salesman¬ 
ship and our individual advertising as to 
make ourselves absolutely essential, and when 
that point is reached the position of the 
retail trade will be unapproachable. 

The art of advertising the book trade has 
never been discovered. I say book trade 
advisedly, as I refer especially to the ad¬ 
vertising of the retailer and not of the pub¬ 
lisher. I am not here concerned with the 
publishers’ advertising, though I am firmly 
convinced that the publishers’ present meth¬ 
ods are wasteful in the extreme. Too much 
money is spent on duplicated efforts on the 
trade, libraries and certain professions and 
classes, and almost nothing is being spent to 
educate the masses in reading habits. Right 
here is the bookseller’s opportunity, and he 
seems to have failed so far to have grasped 
it adequately. 

Our show windows are, of course, our 
greatest asset, and I fear we generally fail 
to realize, on the other hand, what they cost 
us. One-third your rental is fairly charge¬ 
able to your frontage when located on a 
main business thoroughfare, and that front¬ 
age is j r our window space. Hesitate before 
you concede that costly space to the adver¬ 
tising display of one firm, one line of books 
or one book. Study just what you are to 
gain by such a display, and analyze your pos¬ 
sible advantage as compared with that of the 
other fellow. Don’t forget that your win¬ 
dows are your “front.” They are what you 
show of your business and your methods to 
get that large proportion of the public whom 
you never or rarely get inside your store. 
In proportion to their rental value, no trim 
is expensive if effective. 

Of prime importance, however, in my mind 
is the value to the retail trade of newspaper 
publicity, and yet I am surprised to note in 
your Philadelphia dailies and in the New 
York dailies how glaringly absent is retail 
bookstore advertising. Even in the advertis¬ 
ing of department stores, the book depart¬ 
ment is rarely featured. There is too much 
tendency to depend on the publisher’s adver¬ 
tisement with its cold “at all booksellers” in 
small type at the bottom of the ad. Thou¬ 
sands in this city don’t even know the loca¬ 
tion of a bookstore. 

Yet it is through the daily newspapers, and 
through them only, that you can hope to 
ever reach that mass of possible readers who 
never enter a bookstore unless it is to buy 
a postage stamp. It is through the news¬ 
papers, and through them only, that you may 
ever hope to compete with the lure of the 
automobile, the opera and the theatre on the 
one hand, and of the cheap amusement resort 
on the other. The space may be costly, but 
I am convinced that steady, persistent adver¬ 
tising of this kind will help to get people into 
the “bookshop habit” more than any other 
means that can be devised. And in the 


growth of this “bookshop habit” there is 
hope for the trade. 

Three-fifths of the population of this city 
(to state it mildly) never cross the threshold 
of a bookshop to buy a book for their own 
reading. And it is by the gradual reduction 
of this proportion that the book trade, both 
the publishers and booksellers, must hope to 
gain. 

Some co-operative plan between publisher 
and bookseller should be devised by means 
of which the money now being spent by 
both, largely in duplicated effort, should be 
invested in an educational campaign to get 
people into the bookstores, to learn to buy 
books, not borrow them, to buy books to 
read, not only to give away. Here, too, is 
the bookseller’s opportunity to make himself 
indispensable to the publisher, and in this re¬ 
spect, also, does he have an advantage over 
the department in a large store. Good mer¬ 
chandising, efficient salesmanship, successful 
advertising, these are the three keys to suc¬ 
cess in bookselling. 

A little boy working in a button factory 
in New York was employed by a theatrical 
firm as office boy. At the end of the first 
week he resigned and no amount of cajolery 
or offers of increased wages could persuade 
him to remain. When pressed for his rea¬ 
son he finally reluctantly replied: “De but¬ 
ton pusness, dat is a pusness; but de teatri- 
cal pusness, dat ain’t no pusness at all.” 
Much the same could have been said of the 
book business until very recently. 

A publisher recently wrote for a leading 
weekly an article which you doubtless have 
all read entitled, “The Worst Business in the 
World.” But he is wrong. The publication 
and distribution of books, in which the pub¬ 
lishers and ourselves are jointly engaged, is 
the best business in the world. Perhaps not 
so from the mere standpoint of making 
money. But, as in other underpaid profes¬ 
sions, much of the reward we receive must 
come from a feeling of satisfaction that we 
are doing a little more than our share in the 
uplifting of our fellows. 

The invention of the art of printing, bring¬ 
ing into existence the joint businesses of 
publishing and bookselling, was the signal 
for the annihilation of those ages of dark¬ 
ness that had obscured the world for cen¬ 
turies. It was the opening gun fired in the 
struggle for liberty, and no small part has 
our kindred craft played in that struggle. 

The early bookseller occupied a lofty and 
respected place among his fellows, and it is 
to be hoped that the modern bookseller will 
soon regain a small measure of self-respect 
along with the possibilities that are being 
opened for self-support. Every effort put 
forth to spread your business, to increase the 
number of those who read better books and 
think the cleaner, nobler thought inspired by 
those books, is an effort for the benefit of 
your fellow men, and a substantial increase 
in your advertising allowance might very 
properly be charged to “charity,” for “chari¬ 
ty begins at home.” 

Some one has told the story of the little 
Quaker boy who tried to lift himself by his 
own boot-straps, but failed until with anoth- 
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er’s assistance they managed to lift each 
other and surmount the obstacle. Each book¬ 
seller, alone, is unable to lift higher his 
craft and his business, so let us all go out 
from this meeting and from every other meet¬ 
ing determined to boost the book business. 
Don’t knock your fellows, but boost, boost, 
boost the business, your business, my busi¬ 
ness, our business, and in a few years from 
now we can smile and say, “In every sense 
of the word, it’s the best business in the 
world.”

WHAT WILL BE THE EFFECT OF 
CONSOLIDATION? 

Repeated instances during the past year of 
consolidation of companies publishing month¬ 
ly periodicals make it right, says The Fourth 
Estate editorially, a propos of an editorial 
statement in the Christian Science Monitor, 
to speak of them with the term “movement” 
or “trend.” In as much as some of the maga¬ 
zines that have merged have been conspicu¬ 
ous for exposing the unfortunate ethical re¬ 
sults of combination in other lines of busi¬ 
ness, it is not surprising that there should 
be some solicitude among their readers as 
to what the effect of the process is to be 
upon the policy of journals that have been 
insurgent in temper. 

It is most interesting to note that the rea¬ 
son given for the consolidation is economic, 
precisely as it is in connection with woolen 
mills or steel furnaces. The stockholders, 
who by the way multiply in number, are thus 
assured of larger dividends. Nothing is 
said about the inevitable loss of personality 
and distinct province which such merging 
implies: or the, lesson that incorporation and 
scattering of ownership in daily papers has 
taught, as to the precise ratio between in¬ 
crease of expectant dividend recipients and 
timidity in shaping editorial policy if it hap¬ 
pens to conflict whh income. 

The part played by the monthly rtiagazines 
during the past decade in shaping national 
public opinion has been important. Some of 
them evidently in the near future are to be 
less influential and less popular, and also less 
attractive as advertising mediums. Others of 
them that have been more conservative in 
method and less intrusive on the distinct 
field of the weeklies and dailies are less like¬ 
ly to be affected by any stress that may lie 
ahead for periodical publishers. 


TRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 

BOOKSELLERS' ASSOCIATION OF PHILA¬ 
DELPHIA. 

A meeting of the Booksellers’ Association 
of Philadelphia was held on Friday evening, 
October 27, in Franklin Inn Club Building. 
Dinner was served at 6:30 and was followed 
by the reading of papers on “The Present 
Golden Opportunity: How to Make the Best 
of It.” by Eugene L. Herr, of L. B. Herr & 
Son, Lancaster, Pa., and Walter S. Lewis, of 
Strawbridge & Clothier, Philadelphia. Al¬ 
though not down on the regular programme, 
Herbert G. Stockwell, author of “Elements 
of Business Character,” made an excellent 
and practical address that was fully appre¬ 
ciated. 
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POSTAL MATTERS. 

POSTAL BUREAU OF INFORMATION. 

The newspaper and periodical publishers 
may have a bureau of information on their 
postal affairs at Washington, and may also 
publish a journal on the subject, if the propo¬ 
sition of the Publishers’ Commission de¬ 
cided upon at the meeting held September 
20 is carried out. Representatives from the 
following associations were present: The 
National Fraternal Press Association, the 
Federation of Trades Press Association, the 
Ohio Buckeye* Press Association and the 
Weekly Country Press of other states, the 
National Catholic Editors’ Association and 
the United Typothetae of America. It is the 
purpose to enlarge this commission by repre¬ 
sentatives from other organizations. 

EXPRESS COMPANIES WILL FIGHT PARCELS 
POST. 

Representatives of railroad interests now 
in Washington express the opinion that the 
roads will make no effort to oppose the de¬ 
velopment and adoption of parcels post legis¬ 
lation at the coming session of Congress. 
They assert that the railroads, after due con¬ 
sideration, believe that action on their part 
would not be wise and that they have deter¬ 
mined, therefore, to allow the discussion to 
take its course except in so far as they may 
be called upon for information. It is learned, 
however, that the railroads are, through the 
Bureau of Railway Economics which they 
maintain in this city, making a careful analy¬ 
sis of the effect of parcels post legislation 
upon their duties as carriers and upon the 
cost of transporting mail. The results of 
the inquiry will not be given out for a good 
while, probably not until the winter’s dis¬ 
cussion is well under way. 

The express companies are expected to 
stand the burden of the opposition to par¬ 
cels post. It is stated by the railway men 
that undoubtedly the companies will do their 
utmost to block the proceedings, although in 
the judgment of the roads this is hardly wise. 
At present the indications are favorable to an 
overwhelming demand for parcels post legis¬ 
lation, and in case such legislation should be 
reported by the House committee on post 
offices and post roads it would get a start 
that could hardly be checked in the House, 
as the measure is popular with the member¬ 
ship. The express companies would then be 
obliged to concentrate their * antagonism in 
the Senate, where it would be much easier to 
follow their operations.

The sixth annual exhibition of the books 
of the year will be held from November 8 
to November 30, in the galleries of the Na¬ 
tional Arts Club, Gramercv Park, New York, 
from 10 a.m. until 6 p.m. daily. 

George Sylvester Viereck will make the 
opening address upon the opening of the 
exhibition, Wednesday, November 8, at 9 
o’clock. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

S. G. Simmons, a bookdealer of Monte- 
sano, Wash., died on October 12. 

Henry Bohn, son of the founder of Bohn’s 
Libraries, died October 9. Mr. Bohn’s mo¬ 
ther was the daughter of William Simpkin, 
senior partner of Simpkin, Marshall & Com¬ 
pany. At the age of seven Bohn was translating 
the Greek Testament, and when only a youth 
entered his father’s business. Later, when 
a partner in the firm, he was responsible for 
the production in England of ‘‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin.” The book had not fulfilled its ex¬ 
pectations in this country, and his father 
decided not to publish it unless his son so 
decided. Henry Bohn sat up the whole of 
one night reading it, and was so impressed 
with its possibilities that he journeyed up 
to town from Twickenham in the small 
hours of the morning to place it in the hands 
of the printers. 

JOSEPH PULITZER. 

Joseph Pulitzer, the proprietor of the New 
York World , died on his yacht in the harbor 
of Charleston, S. C., on Sunday, October 29. 
Mr. Pulitzer was one of the great forces of 
American journalism. In 1883 he bought the 
New York World from Jay Gould, an almost 
moribund paper, and electrified it into life. 
He was a man of extraordinary intellectual 
force, breadth of mind and wide interest in 
social questions, with an accurate apprecia¬ 
tion of their bearing on politics. He was 
indifferent to wealth save as a means of serv¬ 
ing ideas and satisfying intense curiosity 
about life. He did untiring work for the 
cause of international peace. The great edi¬ 
tors on both sides of the world are testifying 
to his great genius as a journalist. Ambassador 
Whitelaw Reid, proprietor of The Tribune; 
Lord Northcliffe, principal owner of the Lon¬ 
don Times; H. W. Massingham, editor of The 
Nation; David Lloyd George, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, and the great French, Ger¬ 
man and Austrian journals all point out his 
great dominant personal force by which he 
controlled his paper to the end in spite of 
the tragical limitations caused by his blind¬ 
ness and his weak physique. 

Mr. Pulitzer was born at Budapest, Hun¬ 
gary, on April 10, 1847. In 1864 he emigrated 
to Boston; he served a short time in the 
Federal army and at the close of the war 
went west and began his successful career in 
St. Louis. Mr. Pulitzer has endowed a 
School of Journalism, which will be opened 
shortly in Columbia University. It is to have 
a building of its own, and the bequest upon 
which it can draw amounts to $2,000,000. 


PERIODICAL NOTES. 

We understand that the December number 
of The American will contain a new Sher¬ 
lock Holmes story complete in that number. 
H. G. Wells’s new novel, “Marriage,” is also 
running in The American. 

The Hill Publishing Company, of New 
York City, have added a new one to their 
list of trade publications, The Coal Age, a 
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weekly. The October number, the initial 
issue, is a substantial quarto, illustrated. 

Motography, a new monthly periodical with 
which is incorporated the Nickelodeon , gives 
periodical accounts of all the newest fea¬ 
tures in cinematography generally, with oc¬ 
casional technical papers on kindred sub¬ 
jects here and abroad. 

P. F. Madigan, the New York rare-book 
man, announces the first issue of a little 
house organ, The Autograph , to be devoted 
to pushing his sales and the publication of 
notes of interest to autograph collectors. 
Vol. 1, No. 1, is a 16-page small quarto. A 
subscription price of $1 a year is quoted, and 
doubtless many autograph collectors will find 
it worth the money. 

W. R. Hearst has bought the Los Angeles 
Herald, the oldest morning paper in that city, 
in order to obtain an Associated Press fran¬ 
chise for his Examiner. The Herald plant 
will be transferred to a syndicate and will 
become an evening paper. These changes 
are the result of a bitter newspaper war 
which has been in progress for many months 
between Mr. Hearst and Gen. H. G. Otis, 
owner of the Los Angeles Times , on one 
side and E. T. Earl, proprietor of the Eve¬ 
ning Express, and the recently established 
Morning Tribune on the other. The Herald 
will be used to fight the Express in the 
evening field. The price for the paper was 
net stated.

Mrs. Corra Harris, author of “Eve's Sec¬ 
ond Husband” and “The Circuit Rider’s 
"Wife,” w T hose latest book, “The Recording 
Angel,” is to be brought out this winter by 
Doubleday, Page & Co., is spending the au¬ 
tumn months travelling in Spain. Mrs. Har¬ 
ris has been in England and France. 

Richard Le Gallienne, the poet, was mar¬ 
ried at Rowayton, Conn.. October 27, to Mrs. 
Irma Perry. Charles Hanson Towne, editor 
of The Designer , was best man. Miss Julie 
Norregard, Mr. Le Gallienne’s second wife, 
obtained a divorce from him last July. The 
bride w^as the first wife of R. Hinton Perry, 
the sculptor, who went to Ludlow street jail 
in 1909 rather than pay her alimony. 

Harold S. Buttenheim, for the last two 
years manager of Iron Age-Hardware, has 
just severed his connection with the David 
Williams Company, New York City, to be¬ 
come editor of The American City. Mr. 
Buttenheim purchased recently, with his 


brother, Edgar J. (formerly circulation man¬ 
ager of the David Williams Company), the 
magazine called The American City, estab¬ 
lished in New York some two years ago, and 
published at 93 Nassau Street. The business 
management will be under his brother’s direc¬ 
tion.

“The Corsican,” a diary of Napoleon, 
compiled and translated by Prof. R. M. 
Johnston, which Houghton Mifflin Company 
recently brought out in this country, has been 
published in England by the Macmillans, 
and a French edition will be issued by Val- 
lette during the coming winter. 

Henry Parks Wright, dean of Yale Col¬ 
lege from 1884 to 1909, has written “From 
School to College,” a book in which he em¬ 
bodies suggestions for young men that his 
long and active life among students makes 
particularly valuable. They have been tested 
and have been found helpful. The Yale Uni¬ 
versity Press is the publisher. 
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Owing to large advance orders, the Stew¬ 
art & Kidd Company, Cincinnati, have been 
compelled to again postpone the publication 
date of “George Bernard Shaw: His Life 
and Works,” a critical biography, authorized, 
by Archibald Henderson, until November 20. 
Books will positively be ready for dealers 
at least two days in advance of publication. 

A. C. McClurg & Company have had Mrs. 
McCarter’s little book, “The Peace of Solo¬ 
mon Valley,” on the press practically con¬ 
tinuously since the book was issued a few 
weeks ago. A fourth edition of 5000 copies 
is just ready, and the orders from all parts 
of the country are coming in almost faster 
than they can be taken care of. 

Under the soubriquet of the Tamalpais 
Series, Paul Elder & Company, San Fran¬ 
cisco, announce a series of small books which 
will make admirable little gifts. The first 
volumes are to be: “Obil, Keeper of Cam¬ 
els,” by Lucia Chase Bell; “The Potato 
Child and Others,” by Mrs. Charles J. Wood¬ 
bury; and “The Tahquitch Maiden,” by 
Phebe Estelle Spalding. 

Thomas Nelson & Sons now issue editions 
de luxe of their standard authors. The books 
are beautifully printed on Nelson’s India pa¬ 
per and bound in full black genuine morocco, 
with red under gold edges. There is a spe¬ 
cially designed gold back and side stamp for 
each author. The size of the volumes makes 
them easy to hold, and they are altogether 
satisfactorily and handsomely made books. 

King George V. is to enter the ranks of 
authorship with a volume of public addresses 
that is soon to be published under the title, 
“The King to His People.” The volume 
is to include the celebrated “Wake up, Eng¬ 
land,” speech. As prince and king the pres¬ 
ent monarch’s utterances have been marked 
by forcefulness, sincerity, a sound common 
sense, and a happy gift of literary expres¬ 
sion. 

“An American in Germany” is the title 
of a German conversation book by E. E. 
Pattou, about to be published by D. C. Heath 
& Company, Boston. It consists of nearly 
fifty conversations introducing the American 
to a wide variety of experiences in Germany. 
The book contains a wealth of everyday 
idioms, and will serve for class use in con¬ 
versational German and as a help to tour¬ 
ists in mastering the language of everyday 
speech. 

The Scribners have just begun the publica¬ 
tion of the Viking edition of Ibsen in thirteen 
volumes. It is edited by William Archer and 
the translations are mostly by him also. The 
volumes will be bound in sateen cloth and 
printed on paper specially prepared. The first 
two appear this month, volume 1 containing 
“Lady Inger of Ostrat,” “The Feast at Sol- 
houg” and “Love’s Comedy:” volume 2 con¬ 
taining the “Vikings at Helgeland” and “The 
Pretenders.” 

George W. Jacobs & Company add three 
books to their juvenile list: “The Polly Page 
Ranch Club,” by Izola L. Forrester, tells of 


the adventures of the Calvert Hall school 
girls in Wyoming; “A Dear Little Girl’s 
Summer Holidays,” by Amy E. Blanchard, an 
account of Edna Conway’s summer at the 
shore with her dearest friends to play with; 
and “Kiddie Rhymes,” by Margaret G. Hays, 
with pictures by Grace G. Wiederseim, a 
book of verses with many illustrations in 
color for small people. 

Among Harper & Brothers’ most recent 
publications are: “The Eternal Feminine,” a 
number of clever monologues by May Isabel 
Fisk; “The Children’s Educational Theatre,” 
an account of its work by the originator, 
Alice Minnie Herts, with an introduction by 
Charles W. Eliot; “The Cook Book of Left¬ 
overs,” by Helen Carroll Clarke and Phoebe 
Deyo Rulon, a collection of four hundred re¬ 
liable recipes for the practical housekeeper; 
and “The Young Lion Hunter,” an exciting 
story of lassoing mountain lions by Zane 
Grey. 

J. B. Lippincott Company calls attention 
to “The Encyclopedia of Sports and Games,” 
a big book of sports by sportsmen for sports¬ 
men whose four volumes treat of every 
branch of the subject. They also call par¬ 
ticular attention to two important biogra¬ 
phies, “Life of James McNeill Whistler,” by 
Elizabeth R. and Joseph Pennell, not a new 
edition of this authorized life, but really a 
new book to which much has been added; 
and “The True Daniel Webster,” by Sydney 
George Fisher, a history of the man telling 
facts without fear or favor and giving much 
information. 

Does the veil of the prophet hang over 
John Stuart Thomson, whose book, “The 
Chinese,” was published by the Bobbs-Merrill 
Company over a year ago ? It is coincidental, 
to say the least, that Mr. Thomson, in speak¬ 
ing of a probable revolution in China, selected 
Sun Yat Sen as the revolutionary leader, 
though he had nothing on which to base the 
assertion other than a knowledge of the man’s 
characteristics. The newspapers of to-day are 
devoting a great deal of attention to Sun Yat 
Sen, who has developed into exactly the sort 
of leader Mr. Thomson prophesied he would 
be. 

An important work embodying the results 
of Lord Carnavon’s long explorations at The¬ 
bes is announced by Mr. Frowde. It is en¬ 
titled “Four Years’ Excavations at Thebes,” 
by the Earl of Carnarvon and Howard Car¬ 
ter, with chapters by F. L. Griffith, George 
Legrain, Dr. Moller, Professor Newberry and 
Professor Spiegelberg. The volume contains 
an account and translation of the important 
historical tablet relating to the wars of the 
Theban kings of the seventeenth dynasty 
with their Hyksos suzerains which resulted 
in the final overthrow' of the latter. Crown 
folio in size, the book will contain a photo¬ 
gravure frontispiece and over seventy full- 
page illustrations, prepared at the Oxford 
University Press. 

The Macmillan Company have ready 
“France and the French,” by Charles Daw- 
barn, a picture of the modern French people 
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founded on personal observation and inspired 
by sympathy; “The Autobiographic Mem¬ 
oirs” of Frederic Harrison, a two-volume 
work covering the years 1831-1910, in the 
life of a man who, honorary fellow of Wad- 
ham College, Oxford, has been in touch with 
all the sociological reform movements of his 
day and known many famous people; “Fair¬ 
ies Afield” contains four stories by Mrs. 
Molesworth, with illustrations by Gertrude 
Duncan Hammond; and a new boxed edi¬ 
tion of “Two Years Before the Mast,” with 
an introduction by Sir Wilfred Grenfell and 
illustrations in color by Charles Pears. 

In “Selections (from Browning,” to be 
published by the Cambridge University Press, 
there is promised a reference to the source, 
hitherto undetected, whence the poet drew 
the material for one of his most famous 
shorter poems, “A Grammarian’s Funeral.” 
It gives a clue to a question sometimes de¬ 
bated as to whether the “revival of learning” 
of which the sub-title of the poem speaks is 
that of Italy or Germany. Some other of the 
curious scraps of learning which are scat¬ 
tered about Browning’s poems are traced 
back to the same original. The text of the 
“Selections” has been edited by W. T. Young 
(joint editor of the Cambridge Anthologies), 
who has also written a full introduction and 
notes. 

The Fuchs & Lang Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany, of New York, have just published a 
translation, the first, we believe, in English, 
of Alois Senefelder’s own story of “The 
Invention of Lithography,” first published in 
Munich in 1821. Of prime importance as 
this printing process already is, the develop¬ 
ment of offset printing in all its various 
forms, itself a species of lithography, prom¬ 
ises to make it even more a factor in mod¬ 
ern printing. For this reason the inventor’s 
own story of his efforts and eventual success 
should be of particular interest to printers 
and publishers generally, and has well de¬ 
served this adequate and even sumptuous 
English form. The translation has been 
done by J. W. Muller, and the book, a wide- 
margined quarto, bears a portrait of Senefel¬ 
der as its frontispiece. 

For twenty-five years M. Paoli, whose vol¬ 
ume of personal reminiscences of the kings 
and queens of Europe Sturgis & Walton 
Company announce for publication this 
month, under the title “Their Majesties as I 
Knew 7 Them,” has been intrusted w 7 ith the 
delicate duty of guarding the persons of mon- 
archs who go to France for recreation, and 
fifteen emperors and kings, a half dozen em¬ 
presses and queens, and unnumbered grand 
dukes and princes of the blood have been 
safeguarded by him. This same house also 
publishes Ralph D. Paine’s “The Book of 
Buried Treasure,” an account of many a 
quest for that fascinating thing, lost treasure, 
in all parts of the world; and “The Heart of 
Youth, Poems Gay and Grave for Young 
People,” edited by Jeannette L. Gilder, with 
an introduction by Mrs. Frances Hodgson 
Burnett. 

A propos of Lord Rosebery’s recent address 
of whimsical condemnation of libraries, a 


correspondent of the Athenaeum writes: 
“Why do not Lord Rosebery and those who 
share his views on the superfluity of books 
go to the root of the matter and openly 
attack those who are responsible for the 
printing and publishing of matter which, if 
not actually pernicious, is useless? I know 
of a case in which a printer described a book 
which he had undertaken to print as “piffle,” 
but excused himself by saying he had glanced 
at it and found there was nothing actively 
harmful. When master printers and publish¬ 
ers refuse to degrade those under them by 
making them work at what they would be 
ashamed to be found reading at their leisure, 
we may hope to have necessary work put in 
hand rather than 'muck.’ ” 

Wm. R. Reinick, of the Free Library of 
Philadelphia, is preparing a paper upon 
“Books as a Source of Disease” to be read 
before the next International Congress of 
Hygiene. He respectfully requests the read¬ 
ers of this note to send him an account of 
any cases of disease the sources of which 
have been traced to books or papers. He 
would also further request information 
w r here illness or even death has been caused 
by the poisons used in book-making. All the 
information possible is wanted to present as 
complete a paper as possible. As in the case 
of insects which we now know to be “car¬ 
riers of disease,” it is first necessary to col¬ 
lect scattered evidence in order to show that 
there is real danger in books, and this will 
compel better care to be taken of libraries 
and books and help to improve the health of 
mankind. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons have just com¬ 
pleted the publication of one of their sets in 
the Library of Modem Authors, and have 
just begun the publication of another. The 
new set is the Viking edition of Ibsen in 
thirteen volumes. The set completed is the 
very successful memorial edition of George 
Meredith. Volume 27, the last, containing a 
complete bibliography and showing alterations 
and deletions made by the author in various 
earlier editions, has just been published. In 
early November they will publish Ernest 
Thompson Seton’s new book, “Arctic Prai¬ 
ries,” Brigadier-General Frederick Funston’s 
“Memories of Two Wars;” a new and beau¬ 
tifully illustrated edition of “Little Lord 
FauntleroyFrank Abbott’s “The Common 
People of Ancient Rome;” a new edition of 
Ellis Paxson Oberholtzer’s “Referendum in 
America,” which has been greatly enlarged,* 
and is now entitled “The Referendum, Ini¬ 
tiative, and Recall in America.” 

The new books to be published by John 
Lane Company this week are among their 
most important this autumn. Eden Phillpotts 
is represented with another of his soul-and- 
body studies of Dartmoor, “The Beacon”; 
and Dolf Wyllarde, who gained popularity 
through “The Riding Master,” has a new 
novel, “The Unofficial Honeymoon,” which 
is fully up to the standard of her best pre¬ 
vious work; “A Touch of Fantasy,” a ro¬ 
mance for those who are lucky enough to 
wear glasses, by Arthur H. Adams, author of 
“Galahad Jones”; and “The Chronicles of 
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Clovis/’ by Hector H. Monroe, a new hu¬ 
morist, complete the Lane fiction for this 
week. Anatole France has a fairy story for 
children, “Honey Bee.” The translation was 
made by Mrs. John Lane, and the twelve 
full-page color illustrations were drawn by 
Florence Lundborg. Among the miscella¬ 
neous new Lane books are “Napoleon and 
King Murat,” a biography compiled from 
hitherto unknown and unpublished docu¬ 
ments, by Albert Espitalier, translated from 
the French by J. Lewis May; “The Wife of 
General Bonaparte,” by Joseph Turquan, 
author of “The Love Affairs of Napoleon,” 
translated from the French by Violette Mon¬ 
tagu ; “Undiscovered Russia,” by Stephen 
Graham, author of “A Vagabond in the 
Caucasus”; “The Magic of Spain,” by A. F. 
G. Bell, a volume giving glimpses of rural 
Spain which are not to be found in the guide 
books; and “Peasant Art in Austria and 
Hungary,” the special autumn number of 
“The International Studio,” edited by Charles 
Holme.
